California is one of ten states of the Union having no form 
of community liquor control legislation. Others on this “black 
list” are Arizona, Idaho, Indiana, lowa, Nevada, North Da- 
kota, South Carolina, Utah and Wyoming. 

As it now stands, all liquor licenses are issued by the State 
Board of Equalization in Sacramento with the majority of per-

Veterans Pamphlet Explains 
Farm, Home Purchase Plans 

A new pamphlet explaining how 
California veterans may obtain the 
benefits of the State Farm and Home 
Purchase Plan is now available for 
distribution at the Veterans Service 
Office in Redwood City, Floyd D. 
Granger, Veterans Service Officer, 
announced this week. 

Any interested veteran may ob- 
tain a copy of the publication, en- 
titled “Homes and Farms for Cali- 
fornia Veterans”, by calling at the 
Veterans Service Office, located in 
the County Courthouse. 

An eligible veteran may sukmit 
property for purchase by the De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs, up to 
a maximum of $7,500 for a home or 
$13,500 for a farm. The amount ad- 
vanced by the State is repaid in 
moderate monthly installments. 

In general, Granger explained, any 
veteran who served in the armed 
forces of the United States during 
any war, who is a native of Califor- 
nia or a bona fide resident of the 
state at the time of entering the ser- 
vice, and who received an honorablé 
discharge, is eligible for participa- 
tion in the state purchase plan, and 
may file application at the local of- 
fice.

Holland Boy Has M.P. Parents © 


Six year old Willem Arie Hendrikus Harmsen of Holland 
has a long name, but until he made contact with Mr. and Mrs. 
W. R. Staples of Menlo Park he had a short chance to live up 
to it. Short chance, indeed, to live up to anything—without 


their help. 
During the German occupation of Holland Willem’s father 


sent to a slave camp in Germany where he was so starved and 
beaten that he contracted tuberculosis. He came home very 


Both died. Willem and 
his younger sister were to sent to live with elderly, poor grand- 
parents who are unable to work. 

Willem is naturally a gay child though sensitive, his re- 
sistence now greatly impaired by a recent attack of whooping 
cough. He is said to cling to his little sister in the fear that 
she, too, may be taken from him. 

And how does it happen that the pattern of his life is al-, 
tered by the couple from Menlo Park? It is through the Foster | 
Parents’ Plan for War Children, Inc., now operating in nine for- 
eign countries, that Willem and 52,000 other children of all 
nationalities have been helped in the past ten years.

CONSTRUCTION WILL BEGIN SOON 
ON NEW BELLE HAVEN SCHOOL 


A new elementary school in the 
Belle Haven area will be built as 
soon as arrangements can be made, 
Paul Henry, superintendent of the 
Ravenswood School District, said 
yesterday. He added that construc- 
tion may start as early as late 
spring or summer of this year. 

Construction of the badly needed 
school was made possible last week 
when the allocations division of the 
State Department of Finance award- 
ed Ravenswood $140,585 from the 
$20,000,000 impoverished school dis- 
tricts fund set by last year by the 
‘ tate legislature. 

The money provided “by the state 
will be enough to build a school with 
a kindergarten and five classrooms. 
Henry said school trustees hope to 
be able to build a larger building 


\than that by adding local money to 


the state funds. The district has 


$26,949 available for construction 
purposes, and Henry estimated that 
$60,000 more would be raised this 
vear under the $1.10 pay-as-you-go 
building tax. 

Henry pointed out that a larger 
school is less expensive to build. 

The exact site for the pbuilding has 
not been determined as yet, he said.
